New Buildings 


Although eight new school build- 
ings providing for 6,194 additional stu- 
dents have been completed during the 
summer, school authorities yesterday 
estimated that the seat shortage would 
rise. to 27,180 at the opening of the 
fall term Sept. 6. 

A study of the growth in séhool 
population during the last five years, 
led officials to expect an increase of 
12,000 in elementary schools in 1927- 
1928. If their calculations are correct 
the number of seats provided in the 
new building will take care of only 
half the increase. _ 

According to a detailed report sub- 
mitted to the board of education in 
June by the bureau of building survey, 
there was a net shortage of 459 rooms 
or 20,644 seats at the close of the last
